GOLDBUG 
BOLICY. 


Hon. John B. Henderson, who is 
well known in Missouri as the able 
attorney of a great many holders of 
)onds, has kindly advised congress 
as to the best financial policy to 
adopt. 


He is not exactly a representa- 
ive of the people of Missouri, but, 
being the attorney of a very large 
and influential class, he feels that it 
is his duty to tell the secretary of 
he treasury, and through him the 
extra session of congress, just what 
measures would be most acceptable 
o the class he represents.

Three-per-cent gold bonds to 
the amount of ^300, 000, 000 should 
be sold and the proceeds transferred 
to the treasury.

A day should

fixed, not 
later than January i , 18 9 8 , for the 
redemption and payment in gold of 
all circulating notes of every kind 
heretofore 
issued by the govern­ 
ment.

At least 
half 
of 
the silver 
dollars issued 
under

acts of 
1878 and 1890 should be sold as 
bullion and the 
remainder minted 
into subsidiary silver coin and made 
legal tender only in payment of $10 
or less. 
6. Provision should be made for 
the issue of 
^300, 000, 000 of gold 
bonds as a basis of banking, mak­ 
ing the conditions very liberal. 
7. 
The basis of national bank­ 
ing should be so enlarged as to per­ 
mit the issue of circulating notes 
on the deposit of other than United 
States bonds, the solvency of 
such 
bonds to be passed on by responsi­ 
ble officials. 
8. 
All 
bank 
issues 
to 
b% re­ 
deemed in gold coin on demand. 
9. 
Previous to the ist of Janu­ 
ary, 1898, the surplus funds of the 
treasury, either loans or collections, 
to be placed with the banks.

D lsa ppea ra nc« of O ld-Fa a bloned Globes 
a nd IVindow Glass Kifects. 
The little old-fashioned globes for 
gold-fish are disappearing, and so are 
the tanks made of window glass ce­ 
mented into a zino or iron frame. The 
modern aquarium is cubical in form, 
and is made of a single piece of glass, 
without joints or metal work, and 
holds from two to four gallons wdth 
about one fish to each half gallon. 
The bottom is cov ered with pebbles 
and sand to a depth of an inch and a 
half, and in it are rooted water plants 
that not only add to the beauty of the 
aquarium, but absorb impurities and 
keep the water clear. If plants enough 
are used It is sufficient to add a cupful 
of water once a w^eek to replace what 
has ev aporated. 
If there are not plants enough the 
fish will stay at the surface and gasp 
until the water is changed. In marine 
aquaria alga3 are used, and anemones 
and other beautiful forms of sea life 
thriv e. 
They are as easy to maintain 
as fresh-water aquaria, because, as 
sa lt does not ev aporate, they only need 
occasional additions of fresh water.
